| EVIDENCE FOR DEFENSE CALLED CONCLUSIVE 


Statement by James P. Sullivan to Post-Dia- 
patch reporter. 

NYONE that can believe a word of John 

B. Swinney’s story can believe more than 

I can. That story, without anything to 

confirm it, was offered to us as our only reason 

for believing that George A. Kimmel] was dead in 
1904, the time in question. 

Swinney is a shrewd fellow, and he is no nov- 
ice in the art of testifying in court. He was sharp 
enough to cover up his story so that a good many 
points in it could not be disproven. But the whole 
idea of the gold hunting expedition was absurd. 
How did the gold get into the ground? One of 
the jurors advanced the theory that Snyder got 
$50,000 from a member of the St. Louis Municipal 
Assembly, by a trick, during the Central Traction 
boodle deal, and took the money to Oregon and 
buried it. Why should he have done that? Weren’t 
there banks to put it in? 

The alibi offered for R. M. Snyder seemed to me 
a good one, especially the hotel register, I don’t 
think that could have been falsified. 

Swinney overstepped himself in testifying about 
the number of gold pieces in the jars, and the way 
he tried to get out.of that mistake by saying the 
jars contained paper was clever, but not con- 
yincing. Swinney’s record in train robberies and 
‘ ‘cides certainly does not make him the sort 

tness One wants to believe without a lot o:

Mother love is all that people say it is, and 
Mrs. Kimmel appeared to me a nice old lady, for 
whom I felt sympathy. But when Swinney sat 
on the stand and told how he had seen her son 
killed out there in the woods, she didn’t give a 
Sign of being affected by it. She just sat, with 
her hand to her ear, listening as she would listen 
to any other part of the testimony. I didn’t see 
how, if she believed the story, she could have 
been unmoved. 

One of the argurgents that the majority of the 
jury made was “Don’t force this impostor on a 
poor old woman as her son.” Well, that had some 
force with me, as it might have with anyone who 
has an aged mother of his own. 

So I finally agreed to concur in the verdict 
that the claimant was not Kimmel, thourh it 
seemed to me, and still seems, more probable that 
he was. 

I think the claimant is insane, and should be 
in an asylum. He is certainly not responsible 
for his statements. And yet members of the 
jury who know much more about banking’ than 
I do admitted that he went through the test on 
banking well. It doesn’t seem to me that an ig- 
norant man could have been coached to that ex- 
tent, or that a man in his present mental con- 
dition could be taught such matters.

PARIS, March 9.—7he growing influence of Amer- 
icans and American hethods in the field of opera and 
drama will be brougmt home to Parisians in a start- 
ling manner in a fey months, when the splendid new 
Theater des Champ Elysees, now nearing comple- 
tion, will be opend to the public. Although it is 
intended to appealito the trained taste of Parisian 
society in the amusenent it affords, it has been built 
largely with Americin capital, and the influence that 
predominates in iti management will be virtually the 
same as that govetning the Metropolitan Opera House 
Co. of New York © 

Otto H. Kahnj J. Pierpont Morgan, William K. 
Vanderbilt and Jimes Stillman are the financial pow- 
ers who are belin& Gabriel Astruc in his undertak- 
ing—the most jnportant undertaking the theater 
world of Paris a8 seen in many years. As M. Astruc 
sald recently § the Post-Dispatch correspondent in 
talking of the j/lans fof the new opera house: 

“Without thi aid of these well known Amerteans 
my project, veich has been my ambition for years, 
I am sure wolld never have been realized." 

For a numi¢ of seasons M. Astruc has been the 
representative of the Metropolitan Opera: company, 
engaging Ewqean artists and giving to the Metro- 
politan direags the value of his long experience as 
an impresari¢

To mostmen who seek to astablish innovations tn 
Paris the @emingly endless red tape, the passive or 
active opposition of the authorities and the con- 
servatismoOf the public, which is inclined to resent 
foreign fluence in matters long regarded as typi- 
cally Péisian, form obstacles. well nigh impossible 
to overeme. It is doubtful if any other impresario 

could BVve carried out the scheme originated by 
Astruc.,. Even Hammerstein, whose ambitions turned 
to Pa® before he considered London, was dicour- 
aged ¥ the opposition he encountered. 

Ast#sec’s original plan contemplated building a 
theaff in the Champs Elysees on ground leased from 
the dy, The present name of the theater preserves 
the uggestion of this original idea, but no sooner 
wasthe scheme well under way than a cry arose 
fro: Parisians that their favorite avenue was to be 
desoiled by foreign purveyors of amusement. There 
ar already four theaters in the Champs Elysees, 

h do not in any way detract from its béauty, 
bt the cry against the new venture was started and 
pliticians were found who effectively blockd the 
fan. But Astruc was not disheartened. With regret 
fe abandoned his chosen site, but he did not abandon 
fis idea, and again he was encouraged by the little 

group of Americans who, having become interested in 
the project, were determined to carry it through. 

Old Palace of French Nobleman Taken. 

A new site was chosen. On Avenue Montague, a 


fashionable, wide street which runs into the Avenue 
‘des Champs Elysees, stood an old palace belonging to 


but waterproof, a 
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& member of the French nobility. It was next door to 
another palace, one of the principal private dwellings 
of Paris, the home of the late Count Ferdinand de 
Lesseps of Suez Canal fame. The first of these pal- 
aces was the one chosen by Astruc, and with the 
money Bubscribed by the American group he bought 
it. While certain Parisians -were stil! cherishing the 
belief that Astruc’s scheme had been defeated, ground 
for the Theater des Champs Elysees was broken and 
the building of the theater began. 5 

The new site is even better than the old. It is the 
geographic center of fashionable Paris. On all sides 
of it are the home of leaders of Parisian society. It 
is ‘far removed from other theaters. They for the 
most part are gathered about the boulevards, which 
formed a sort of nucleus for fashionable Paris under 
the Empire, but from which modern Paris has rapidly 
grown away. j 

,The building of the theater has proceeded rapid- 
ly. It is constructed of reinforced cement and 
will be the first theater in Paris to be constructed 
of this modern material. There will be other 
innovations as well, for it is to be two theaters 
An one. A small theater will be Placed immedi- 
ately before the large opera house, forming a 
sort of lobby, and here it is intended to have 
smaller concerts, “conferences” or lectures (a 
favorite form of amusement in the French cap- 
ital) and smaller plays, or occasionally rehearsals, 
The plan is so arranged that this smaller theater 
can be entirely shut off from the larger one, with 
aA separate entrance. and two performances can 
be given at the same time without one interfer- 
ing with the other. 

é Large Gallery fer Art Exhibitions. 

Above the small theater will be built a large 
Gallary specially arranged for art exhibitions. 
and here will be held temporary shows of paint- 
ings and sculpture by native artists. It is be- 
lieved that American artists in Paris, who have

LOWLY BIRTH 


Though Not in Holy Orders, Gregory 
- Rasputin Is the Religious Guide of the 
Czar—He’s.a Woman Charmer. 
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ST. PETERSBURG, March 9.—Gregory Ras- 
putin, of obscure birth, and with a turn for 
prophecy, has become the most influential man in 
Russia by virtue of his control over the Czar. 
He decides the most important affairs of home 
and foreign politics, and has supplanted the 
Monk Theophile, a favorite for. three years. He 
is a reactionary, so that Russia's policy in Persia 
is only likely to change for the worse, 

Rasputin’s actions are causing more talk than 
ever, not only in court circles but everywhere, and 
his name is mentioned only in terms of disre- 
spect. His influence over the Czarina is the 
worst feature of his rise to power. He is ex- 
pected at the palace every day, and there he con- 
ducts spiritualistic seances with her. 

The Czar is said to be consoling himself with 
anew “affinity,” a society belle of. 20, who is 
very beautiful and sprightly. 

Gregory is not even a monk, being a sort of 
lay priest, yet he has instructed the Czar in mat- 
ters mystical altogether new to him, 

Russian Beauties Run After Him. 

He first came to St. Petersburg a year ago, 
when Theophile’s power was waning. He had got 
into communication with the court during the 
Japanese war by wiring secretly from Siberia 
prophecies of victories that never came true. 
Then he got the ear of Grand Duke Peter Nicho- 


L laovitch and then that of the Czar, who now will 


listen to nobody else. 

The result is that Rasputin is run after by all 
the youth and beauty of St. Petersburg society. 
Countess Tolstoy owes her grant of $5000 a year 
to him. The Dowager Czarina pleaded for her 
in vain. The Countess cultivated Rasputin and 
the pension became hers for life. 

Rasputin is not courtly in looks or manners. 
He is an elderly man, with some strange fas- 
cination which makes women he meets do the 
most foolish things. 

His “affinities” tn society are numerous. 
Though nobody knows where he ¢omes from, he 
is so overwhelmed by invitations from grand 
ladies that he often keeps the Czar waiting for 
a conference on mysticism. Several women have 
left their husbands to be “with him always.” 

He Causes Bishop Hermogen’s Disgrace. 

Bishop Hermogen of Saratoff the Czar’s friend 
until a few weeks ago, believed in Rasputin and 
asked him to prophesy at Saratoff. But the 
seer’s behavior in a convent was 80 scandalous 
that Hermogen sent him away and refused the 
Czar’s request to make him a monk. Rasputin 
has avenged himself by persuading the Czar. to 
benish, Hermogen from court aind strike him 
from the Holy Synod. 

Hermogen and others whom he has disgraced 
hope that Rasputin’s power will soon go. 

The;Czar, though passionately devoted to mys- 
ticism of all kinds, is a most temperate man and 
loathes excess. In time he must hear of his 
favorite’s way of life then disgrace will follow. 

Theophile’s reign lasted three years. Before

MISSOURI PACIFIC 


Telephones on Sidetracks and in 
Stations Are Also Being - 
Installed. 


The Missouri Pacific-Iron Moun- 
tain.{s installing a block signal sys- 
tem on all main lines and principal 
branch lines, Already more. than 


1000 miles have been equipped with 
block signals by the company. When 
the plans contemplated have been 
completed this railroad will have 
3000 miles-of block signals in opera- 





ion. 

The block signal system has been 
in operation for some weeks over 
the main line of the Iron Mountain 
from St. Louis to Texarkana, Ark., 490 
miles, and’ also over the. miain line 
of the Missouri Pacific from St. Louis 
to Osawatomie, Kan., 60 miles be- 
yond Kansas. City. -Work on it is 
being rapidly pushed from Osawato- 
mie to Pueblo, Colo.. the western 
terminus of the Missouri Pacific. 

As an additional precaution and 
convenience telephones enclosed in 
booths are to be placed at every side- 
track along the entire area covered 
by the block signal system, and 
there will also be telephones in all 
stations, so that a crew on the side- 
track can communicate at any time 
by telephone with the train dispatch- 
ers.

Many engineers say that], 
it is not necessary for fires to be cleaned 
every hour. 

The first draft of the bill allowed the 
emission of smoke six minutes every 
three hours. At a public hearing before 
the Board of Public Improvements last 
week owners of power plants and facto- 
ries complained of the limitation to three 
hours and asked that they be allowed 
to clean fires every hour if necessary. 
This change was made by the board. 
The proposed ordinance follows closely 
the provisions of the ordinance now be- 
ing enforced in Chicago. 

A clause in the proposed measure pro- 
vides that in any suit for smoke viola- 
tion it shall be a good €>fense if the 
owner shows that there is no practical 

_ device or method of eliminating smoke 
from his particular plant. 

The proposed ordinance applies to 
stcamboats, tugboats, furnaces, 
smokestacks, buildings, locomotives, 
steam rollers pile drivers, tar kettles, 
and similar machines or contrivances, 

The enforcement of the smoke or- 
dinance is to be the duty of the In- 
spector of Boiler and Elevators, ac- 
cording to the bill. He shall be aided 
by 8 smoke inspectors who shall be 
appointed at a salary of $85 a month 
each. 

Ibvery furnace must be equipped 
with smoke consuming devices which 
eliminate smoke, according to the 
measure. No new furnaces shall be 
built. or old ones repaired without a 
permit issued by the Boiler Inspector, 
who shall have power to approve or 
reject the plans. 

No change is allowed in any smoke- 
stack, chimney, or boiler plant with- 
out a permit, the proposed ordinance 
states. Such permit will not exempt 
any person or corporation from prose- 
cution for violating the smoke clause. 

‘The smoke inspectors are authorized 

in the pending bill to enter factor- 
ies, buildings, and power plants at 
any time of the day during business 
hours for the purpose of inspection 
or gathering evidence for prosecu- 
‘tion. 

The bill has been approved by the 
Women's Organization for Smoke 
Abatement, the Civic League, and 
many other business and civic asso- 
clations. It carries a provision re- 
pealing the existing smoke ordi- 
nances,

It is likely that he will make his 
first speeches soon, owing to urgent, 
requests to act quickly, which he 
has received in the last few days. 


How Candidates Stand. 

In Missouri yesterday both Taft 
and Roosevelt gained instructed 
delegates from the Fifth District. 
Taft gets five and Roosevelt three 
of the New Mexico delegates. 

One hundred and one delegates 
are now instructed for Taft and 12 
for Roosevelt, 











CHICAGO, March §,—President 
Taft struck a new note in the defense 
of his administration in his speech 
before the Swedish-American Repub- 
lican League of Chicago tonight 
when he said: “The truth is, though, 
that the man who tells the people of 
the danger that may arise from mis- 


taken and hasty action pays a higher 
tribute to them than the one who 
constantly fawns upon them as if 
they were incapable of error.” 

The President gave a new defint- 
tion of a “political progressive,” 
eliminated from consideration as real 
progressives those who look to So- 
eclalism for relief from present day 
evils in government, declared that 
his ‘distinguished precedessor’ de- 
served most of the credit for awak- 
ening the public to the need for ac- 
tion and argued that “progressive is 
that progressive does,” pointing to 
some of the achievements of his ad- 
ministration as proof that it has 
qualified under that definiton, 

“The term ‘progressive,’’’ said the 
President, “includes all of those who 
have been moved to efforts of reform 
by the necessity for legislative and gov- 
ernmental action to deprive corporate 
capital and undue vested privilege of its 
political power and to bring about prop- 
* er popular and governmental control and 
réculation of the use of capital in legiti- 
mate avenues and for legitimate pur- 
poses. 

Defends His Administration. 

“Handsome is that handsome does,” 
said he, quoting the old maxim. “An 
administration which has been success- 
fully progressive in deeds is entitled to 
the approval of the people. The pres- 
ent Republican administration, in what 
it has accomplished in legislative and 
executive action, is able to point to 
many real steps of progress, both in 
the way of avoiding unnecessary dis- 
turbances of business, in the way of 
reguiating the use of corporate capital 
and privilege and preventing its abuses 
and in the preservation for the public 
of what belongs to it, as well as in 
ameliorating the legal status of certain 
classes of the people, and in increasing 
the functions of the Government for 
the benefit of the whole people.” 

Turning from those he considered 
progressives to those he held too radi- 
cal in their desires for Governmental 
changes, the President continued: 

“The progressive movement has as- 
sumed the character of a crusade, and 
many radical remedies were suggested, 
the carrying out of which would only be 
less destructive than the threatened 
fatal course of tWe disease. There were

SAVES PARK MONKEYS 





Animals Eabaie: 
When Heated Inclosures 
Are Done Away With. 


The troop of monkeys at the Forest 
Park Zoo has wintered well under the 
open-air treatment. Their condition 
shows that the open cages, sheltered 
only by a glass wind shield, are health- 
ler for the animais than the heated in- 
closures in which they heretofore have 
been kept. 

In former winters many of the mon- 
keys at the zoo have died of tubercu- 
losis, according to Park Commissioner 
Davis. This was attributed to the ar- 
tificial heat and unnatural ventilation, 
which does not give the sought for trop- 
ical temperature. 

Davis decided that if open-air camps 
are healthy for human tuberculosis pa- 
tients, the same system ought to be 
healthy for monkeys. This winter the 
monkeys were kept in their open cages 
outside, with a wind shield of glass on 
three sides. The husky, frisky monkeys 
with coats of long hair now jump about

SLAIN MAN’S MOTHER 
FINDS NEW EVIDENCE 


Clews Submitted by Mrs. Duvall 
Leads to Rearrest of 


Two Men. 


On new evidence discovered by Mrs. 
Annie Duvall, Eugene Marks and Wil- 
liam (Cotton) Crawford were arrested 
for the second time yesterday on the 
charge of murdering her son, Lawrence 
Duvall, who was killed in the district 
known as Hell's Half Acre two weexs 
after he had shot and wounded ‘two 
men. Mrs. Duvall refused to disclose 
the nature of the new evidence. 

One of the men whom Duvall woun led 
was Charles Unger of 6291 Bartmer 
avenue, a close friend of Marks. The 
Prosecuting Attorney will allege this 
friendship as the motive of Duvall’s 
murder. 

After their first arrest, on Nov. 19, 
the day following the. murder, Marks 
and Crawford were exonerated by a

Great crowds have been assembled 
all day around the newspaper offices 
and bulletin boards in London, wait- 
ing eagerly for tidings from Capt.

Cause of Scott’s Delay. 

The delay of Capt. Scott in emerg- 
ing from the Antarctic is generally 
attributed here to his reported inten- 
tion of making extensive explora- 
tions and scientific observations 
whether or not he succeeded in at- 
tuining the Pole. His chief aim waa 
to reach the Pole, but his expedition 
was equipped with all the latest 
scientific appliances for making com- 
plete records that would be of per- 
manent benefit to science. 

The English public, backed by En- 
glish men of science, travelers and geog- 
raphers, retain today their intense confi- 
dence that Capt. Seott got to the South 
Pole. Scarcely a word of doubt is heard 
expressed on that point. 

If Scott fdund that the Norwegian 
had beaten him to the South Pole, the 
probable result, it is said by his friends 
here, is that he would be in no great 
haste to retrace his way to civilization 
and the wireless zone. 

Following are probably the most inter- 
esting facts brought out by the discov- 
ery of the South Pole. 

The South Pole is on a high plateau, 
much of it at an elevation of 10,000 feet 
above sea level. 

The plateau is part of a vast Antarc- 
tic continent, in contradistinction to the 
North Pole, which is in a wilderness of 
water, for the most part covered by vast 
fields of drifting ice. 

Unlike the North Pole, the South Pole 
is at times an inhabitable spot, where 
the temperature is not unbearable.

that it is impossible to find a sufficient- 
ly strong motive for labor or for sav- 
ing. Without this, the wealth of the 
world could not increase to meet the de- 
mands for the living and comfort and 
increased physical happiness of the 
growing population.” 

The President pointed out that the 
progressive movement practically be- 
gan with the present century. Two dec- 
ades of enormous expansion in all tines 
of endeavor in the United States previ- 
ous to 1900, he declared, were respor- 
sible for encroachments of “big ‘busi- 
ness’’ in the field of politics, and it final- 
ly became apparent that these encrvact:- 
ments must be stopped and more leyis- 
lation must be enacted that would hold 
in restraint the corporate and vested in- 
terests. It was in this connection that 
he brought in a reference to Col. Roose- 
velt. 

“During the administration of my dis- 
tinguished predecessor and by his ap- 
peals to Congress and to the public, the 
people and especially the business. com- 
munities, were roused to the necessity 
for action,’’ he said. ‘‘The great public 
benefit arising from this movemeat can- 
not be overestimated. It put the people 
on guard in every state and in every 
community.” 

The antitrust law and the interstate 
commerce acts to control law-breaking 
corporations, both were passed sometime 
before, said Mr. Taft. 

“But,”” he continued, ‘the first stop 
and the most important, was the stir- 
ring of the people to the nature of the 
crisis that they had to meet and the 
obstacles that they had to overcuine.”’ 

Warning Often Called Distrust. 

“We all believe in popular govern- 
ment. I am aware of the exposure to 
criticism which the suggestion that the 





American people may make — 
by hasty action and lack of delibera- 


having their own defects pointed out 
to them. 

“The truth is, though, that the 
man who tells the people of the dan- 
ger that may arise from mistakes 
and hasty action pays a: higher trib- 
ute to them than the one who con- 
stantly fawns upon them as if they 
were incapable “of error. The most 
abiding compliment that can be 
paid to the American people is to 
point to the fact that in the Con- 
stitution which they framed and have 
maintained, they have recognized the 
danger of hasty action by themselves 
and have, in its checks and balances, 
voluntarily maintained a protection 
against it. The truth is that in this 
last .century we have vindicated popu- 
lar gavernment in a way that it has 
never been vindicated before. 

Would Not Cartail Peoples’ Rights. 

“The pride that I have that this is 
a popular government, and that it 
has shown itself the strongest in 
history, is as deeply imbedded as any 
feeling that is in me. -I would be 
the last man to exclude from the di- 
rection of the ship of state the will 
of the American people. That is the 
ultimate source of authority and it 
does not in any way minimize my 
faith and love of popular government 
that I insist that the expression of 
that popular will shall be with the 
deliberation to make it sound and 
safe. I fully and freely admit and 
assert that when the American peo- 
ple have had time to Iearn all the 
facts and have had time to consider 
their bearing, their deliberate judg- 
ment is a wiser and better guide for 
the State than the judgment of the 
most experienced statesman, the 
most learned jurist, the most pro- 
found student of history. In this 
proper sense the voice of the people 
is nearer the voice of God than any 
other human decision.”

Sas City. 

Has Absolute Power of 
Parole in City Cases 

T has absolute power of parole over 

all city prisoners. Every day at 6 

a. m. its agent visits all persons 
to be tried in the Municipal Court and 
obtains their own stories. This agent 
appears in court as the friend of the 
prisoner. A stenographic report of the 
evidence is taken. Afterward these sto- 
ries are compared, another agent inves- 
tigates the prior condition of the ac- 
cused, and this information is made the 
basis of a parole. 

When paroled each prisoner promises 
to drop objectionable habits and asso- 
ciations, to find a desirable residence, 
abstain from intoxicants a year, find 
useful and profitable labor and deposit 
with an agent of the board a fair share 
of his earnings, to be used for persons 
dependent upon him. When a parole is 
violated it is revoked and the person 
must serve double his original sentence 
in prison. 

“Out of 4000 paroles between Jan. 1, 
1909, and Jan. 1, 1912,” Billikopf said 
yesterday, “‘only 30 per cent have been 
violated. Of these, half left the city 
and the other half went to prison to do 
double time. There are 800 men on 
parole now. Of these, 400 last month 
earned $20,000 and $1000 was brought to

GET WAGE RAISE 


General Advance in Northern 
New England Announced— 
Result of Lawrence Strike. 








FIVE PER CENT INCREASE 


Cotton Mills Have Not as Yet 
Made Definite Announce- 
ment of Grants. 





BOSTON, Maréh 9.—A general advance 
in the wages of textile operatives in 
Northern New England was announced 
today by various mill interests which 
have their head offices in Boston. More 
than 125,000 persons, including employes 
of cotton mills in Massachusetts, New 


Hampshire and Maine and woolen mill 
operatives in six New England states, 
are affected. 

While few cotton mills have made 
definite announcements, it is understood 
here that the advance generally will not 
be less than 5 per cent and for certain 
classes of operatives 7 per cent or more. 

The New Hampshire and Maine cot- 
ton mills, which employ 45,000 persons, 
will make the change in the pay roll 
next Monday; other mills will do so 
March 18 and the Lowell mills, with 
nearly 20,000 hands, will put the ad- 
vance into effect March 25. 

The Lawrence cotton mills, except the 
Everett, employing 13,000, the Amer- 
ican Woolen Co.’s 33 New England 
plants, with 30,000 operatives, and a num- 
ber of independent worsted mills raised 
wages last Monday. 

To the advance in Lawrence, in re- 
sponse to the demands of the opera- 
tives, the increases elsewhere are large- 
ly attributed. In Massachusetts, the 
mill hands underwent a cut in wages of 
more than 3 per cent, Jan, 1; because of 
a new State law, which lowered the 
hours of employment for women and 
minors from 56 to 54 weekly. The Law- 
rence strike followed. 

The wage increase will embrace nearly 
all the cotton mills of New Hampshire, 
including the 17 mills of the Amoskeag 
Manufacturing Co. of Manchester, the 
largest cotton concern in the world. 





One Lawrence Company and Strikers 
Fall to Agree. 

LAWRENCE, Mass., March 9.—The 
American Woolen Co.’s offer of an 
increase in wages was raised today 
to a 7% per cent average at a con- 
ference of the company’s representa- 
tives and a committee of striking 
employes in Boston. 

As the strike committee expressed 
dissatisfaction with the manner in 
which the increase is to be applied, 
little progress toward a settlement 
was apparent. 

Representatives of the mill owners 
submitted a schedule showing how 
much of an increase would be con- 
ceded to the different departments 
of the mills. The strike committee, 
however, asked for a schedule of in- 
creases based on the wages earned, 
instead of on the department, and 
dividing the classification into 
groups of low, medium and _ high- 
priced operatives. The mill repre- 
sentatives could not say definitely 
whether the mill owners would sub- 
mit such a schedule, but left the im- 
pression that the request probably 
would be complied with.

A. E. Radert, special bank accountant 
for the Department of Justice, was 
cross-examined yesterday by Judge 
Shepard Barclay, counsel for Edward J. 


Lewis, in Lewis trial on the charge of 
using the. mails to defraud in the sale 
of securities of his University City en- 
terprises in 1908-10. The cross-exam- 
ination will continue tomorrow. 

Radert was questioned by Barclay 
regarding the fraud order issued 
against the People’s United States 
Bank and against Lewis personally 
in 190. But when the grounds of the 
fraud order were asked, Judge Amidon 
ruled that the legality of the order 
should not be made the subject of in- 
quiry. 

Barclay declared to the court it was 
his purpose to show that the finan- 
cial condition of the Lewis Publish- 
ing Co. in 1908 was not due to mis- 
management, but to the government's 
action against Lewis three years 
earlier. 

Questioned About Notes, 

Attorney Barclay, referring to Radert’s 
compilation pertaining to the 7 per cent 
notes. of the Lewi» Publishing Co., 
pointed te an item showing that $90,000 
worth of the notes were paid in July, 
1908. He asked the witness if there was 
anything in the books to indicate the 
improved condition ef the creuit of the 
publishing company at that time, Radert 
sald he had found no evidence in the 
books of that character. 

‘Do you knew whether the president 
ef the Lewis Publishing Co. was sub- 
jected to. a fraud order in July, 1905?” 
Attorney Barclay asked. 

*T have heard that he was,” said 
Radert. “I know nothing of it per- 
sonally.”

Mr. De Oro has again come to the 
front by stating that is more 
scientific than billiards. 
sounds very well from his standpoint, 
that is the object to be shot at. He 


argues that the pool player has only a 
pocket 4% inches wide to shoot at, 
while the billiard player has the dia- 
meter of three balls, 7% inches, to 
shoot at. 

This’ is the rankest sophistry and 
leads a man away from the intricacies 
of either game; and it is these intrica- 
cies that makes both games scientific. 
But now comes the argument: Which 
of the two, pool or billiards, possesses 
the greater number of these intricacies” 
I should say billiards. 

Now, let us make a fair comparison, 
to-wit: Pool, one-half of your shots 
are special or straight-away §$ for 
pocket, the draw and follow-shot comes 
into play as often perhaps as it does 
in billiards in order to get position, the 
masse very seldom or hordly ever. True. 
it takes a keen eye to figure out com- 
binations, this last factor is one of the 
main” factors in making pool cham- 
pions. 

With a pool player it matters little 
whether he cues his ball high or low, 
whether he plays hard or easy, his 
main object is to pocket the ball. 

Now, for billiards. You have no 
pockets to shoot at, but your sole guid- 
ance is deflections and angles. These 
are so varied and complex that it would 
take a professor of higher mathematics 
io grasp the situation frori a theoreti- 
cal analysis, and the only’ way to ex- 
pl.in these many and varied shots is 
by an optical demonstration. 

For instance, you have the spatial or 
straight-away shot, the draw, the fol- 
low, the masse, and last, but very im- 
portant, the English. The expert can 
readily. see what is meant by deflec- 
tions and angles and so ean the lay- 
man with a little assistance, and this 
is what makes billiards the scientific 
game. 

On billiards the player must figure 
on the angle of his cue which varies 
from the horizontal to the perpen- 
dicular. which embodies 90 degrees. 
Again, the table has to be taken into 
play, and again you have to figure 
on playing within the 99 degree ra- 
dius, which makes your acute and 
obstuse angles. The slightest devia- 
tion causes you to miss. Furthermore, 
I beg to state that in the varied ways 
of cueing the ball as I stated before, 
the billiard player has to take into 
consideration (very carefully) the 
three and four-fold motions of balls. 
First, we have the special motion, 
or straight-away; second, we have 
the centrifugal motion, or the spin- 
ning motion, by hitting the ball on 
the side; third, the retroactive motion 
or the backward glide used in draw. 
Then force must be taken into con- 
sideration, which is very important, 
and can only be acquired by diligent 
practice, 

These fine points come to a billiard 
player perhaps intuitively, but in 
most cases by continuous practice. 
On the other hand in pool you once 
become a pool player you are always 
a pool player. All billiard players 
were once great pool players and 
quit the game for billiards, which to 
their judgment was the more scien- 
tific. Now, by way of comparison, we 
will array the billiard players against 
the pool players. When Schaefer died 
Hoppe stepped in his shoes. Who can 
touch Hoppe? None. So there ts only 
one Class A billiard player. Now for 
pool, there are at least 12 who are 
Class A players, towit: De Oro, Hor- 
gan, Keogh, Sherman, Clearwater, 
flueston, Weston, Daly, Kling, Allen 
Stafford and Stofft.

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COTTON PRICES 
HIGHER DESPITE 
THE COAL STRIKE 


Both Spot and Contract Centers 
Show Gains After Fluc- 
tuations.

Net changes in prices during the week 
have been slightly upwards, and the 
market has shown much steadiness. 
Contract markets have fluctuated sharp- 
ly, but net results have shown some 
Bain over last week. The coal strike 
was apparently discounted, as the mar- 
ket did not decline when the men ac- 
tually quit. Opinion still holds to the 
belief that such a widespread movement 
cannot last, because of the general and 
individual suffering that inevitably will 
follow the lack of coal. Some reports of 
suffering are already received, and rail- 
roads and steamship lines engaged in 
Coastwise trade are limiting their 
schedules. ) ' 

Not much apprehension is felt concern- 
ing the threatened coal strike in this 
country. 

As against the depressing influence of 
the coal strike, the continued rains and 
unfavorable weather in the cotton states 
east of the Mississippi serve as a sus- 
taining influence; farm work has been 
delayed considerably, and preparations 
are considered to be fully two weeks 
later than normal, and far behind prep- 
arations last year, which season was un- 
usually early. 

Financial Distress Not Fenred. 

The crop has been marketed so well, 
and the balante not yet in sight, held 
80 well, that there seems little likelihood 
of any financial distress to holders of 
cotton during the present season, and 
for this reason great attention is being 
paid to preparations for the next crop. 
Présent indications are that if the 
Weather does flot clear soon, reduction 
of acreage will be forced on the fartm- 
ers, without regard to the pricé of cot- 
ton. West of the Mississippi conditions 
are somewhat better; in Texas, especial- 
ly, uhusually heavy rains and snow 
have given the soil the benefit of mois- 
ture, expectations are for a g0o0d crop, 
as they have an early start, and they 
depend largely on the winter rains in the 
making of that crop. 

Money markets are hardening some- 
what but show no signs of stringency 
ap yet, a condition due to a large ex- 
tent to the very heavy exports of cot- 
ton. There has been exported to date, 
in round figures, about 8,200,000 bales 
of cotton, a record export business, 
which tg reflected in the interior 
markets. Movement of cotton tcontin- 
ues large, and port stocks dre approx- 
imately double those of last season at 
the same time. In sight movement is 
large, as also are spinners’ takings 
and the forwarding movement. The 
visible supply is slightly on the in- 
crease,

Cattle receipts for the past week have 
been very light, and at time 
have the killing suppigs been 
heavy enough to su the 
packers’ demand. Beef steers have 
arrived in fairly liberal numbers, but 
with the betterment of the Hastern de- 
mand, and light supplies at all market 
centers, the local inqufry has been strong 


all week, and general higher markets 
are prevailing. Un the opening day of 
the week, supplies were meager, and, as 
buyers needed cattle to start kills, there 
was a strong demand, and the market 
advanced a big dime. On the following 
Gay strong prices prevailed, but on the 
mid-week market, with another . light 
showing in the yards, the market ad- 
vanced another dime. 

The pros to best cattle are selling 
from 16 to %e higher than last Friday, 
while a gain of 10 to 16e covers the ad- 
vances on the medium and commoh 
kinds. Quality has been good, and the 
top for the week reached $7.7 for a 
drove of 1330-pound steers. A good as- 
sortment sold from $7 to the top, with 
the bulk selling from $5.75 to $6.75, and 
the low spread down to $4. 

The supply of butcher cattle was light- 
er than for several weeks, and packers 
had trouble getting large enough kills. 
The heifer supply has been fairly gen- 
erous, as this class has made up a lib- 
eral percentage of the total. On the 
initial day of the trade packers were 
strong after this class of beef, and 
prices advanced 15 to 2c. Tuesday the 
cpening hours of the trade-saw a slight 
advance, but by the close this was lost, 
and part of the previous day’s gain tak- 
en off. A draggy market at barely 
steady prices on Wednesday lost the re- 
maining advance, and the close shows 
little change as compared to a week 
ago. If any values are higher, it is the 
strictly prime kinds, as there still is a 
fair demand for this grade. Top for 
the week was $7.2 for a mixed bunch 
of steers and heifers, with $6.40 the top 
on car lots. The bulk moved at a range 
of $5 to $6. 

Cows Soaring Over Moon, 

The trade on cows has taken an aero- 
plane advance over iast Friday. With 
a strong demand, and a light supply of 
the medium to best cows, the market 
gained 15 to 25c since Friday. Best cows 
reached $6, with a range of $4.25 to $6.25 
catching the bulk. 

Canners and cutters sold active, and 
closed 10 to 15c higher. Bulls closed 
strong. Calves opened steady, but lost a 
big quarter at the mid-week. The trade 
on stockers and feeders shows little 
change as compared to last week. 

Last week Was a very light one 
for dealers in the quarantine divis- 
ion. Monday supplies were moderate 
and on the balance of the week hard- 
ly enough arrived to make a market. 
Steers predominated. The demand 
was strong from the start and the 
opening was a big dime higher than 
Friday. The following day found a 
small offering but with a fair show- 
ing Wednesday, another advance was 
made and steers closed a big quarter 
higher than a week ago, The top for 
the week was $6.40 for some handy 
weight Texans, with a range of $5.85 
to $6.35 moving the showing. Sev- 
eral loads of bulls arrived and closed 
a big dime higher for the week. The 
canner showing was meager and lit- 
tle change took place in the market. 

Hogs at Higher Prices. 

Just a good moderate supply of 
hogs arrived last week and as there 
wag a good demand prices averaged 
higher than any week this year. The 
good grade hogs with a little weight 
were the ones that met with the best 
demand and brought the best prices. 
Pigs and lights were not so very good 
sellers as the shipping demand was 
for the medium and heavy hogs as a 
rule, 

The highest day was Wednesday 
when the top was reached, $6.80, an 
the bulk of the hogs went at $6.45@ 
6.65. Prices a8 a rule were around a 
dime higher than Chicago prices, 
owing to the fact that buyers here 
were unable to obtain as many hogs 
as they really needed. Shippers were 
very anxious for hogs weighing 225 
lbs and ovér. Packers were slow 
buyers most of the week as they did 
not like the advance, They paid $6.25 
@6.55 for fair to good mixed hogs. 

The good grade lights weighing 
around 165 lbs and under went at 
$6.10@6.50, fair kinds $5.45@56.90. Best 
pigs 110 lbs and lighter went at $5.50 
@6, fair grade little pigs $5 @5.50, and 
the throwout rough sows and stags 
$6.10 @6.35. 

Sheep Searce, Advance Follown. 

Each day thé supply was only mod- 
erate. One reason for this was that 
only a few loads of Colorado lambs 
arrived and they have made up the 
greater proportion of the receipts the 
last few weeks, A few loads of Colo- 
rado yearlings and sheep were re- 
ceived and also a few loads of West- 
ern yearlings. Native offerings were 
searce all week and are likely to be 
until after shearing time, 

The market showed some improve- 
ment and there was a gain of 25e¢ for 
the week on good grade fat offerings. 
Lambs sold as high as $7.25 with most 
of the good kinds at $6.50@7.00, fair 
offerings $5.75@6.35 and the culls 
$4.50@5.50. Yearlings went from $5.25 
@5.65, but choice light ones the lat- 
ter part of the week would have sold 
up to $5.75, and possibly a little 
higher. 

A string of Colorado ewes that 
weighed 98 Ibs sold at $4.65, which 
was the highest price paid for sheep. 
Other good sheep sold around $4.60 
with those that were not fat around 
$4.25. Stockers and all thin sheep 
were slow sale as there was Iittle 
demand for them. Bucks sold at $3.50. 

Horses Quiet; Good Mules Brisk. 

The receipts of horses last week 
were normal. Buyers lacked the pre- 
vious week's number. The majority 
of the buyers were from the Bast. 
The market did not show as much 
activity as the previous week. Offer- 
ings were suitable, but the market 
lacked vim. The showing of Eastern 
and Southern horses was large and 
they cleared at full steady prices. 
Draft horses sold steady. 

There was greys tag no change 
whatever in the mule market, The 
run of the common trashy kind was 
large and buyers fought shy of that 
class and they sold weak to lowet 
each day. An eager demand prevailed 
for the top grades. Arrivals of that 
class were light and with H@ht re- 
ceipts and strong demand the move- 
ment was active with sales at full 
steady prices with the previous week.

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REVIEW OF MARKET CONDITIONS — 
CORN SCORES NEW HIGH 
ON THE CROP ESTIMAT 





The Government crop report on 
farm reserves was the “whole thing” 
in the grain market the past week. 
Before its issue, speculation halted. 
Afterward prices rose to the high 
points on the crop in corn futures, 
and to a new top on the present up- 
turn in wheat. The week's close was 
at the highest level, The report 
showed: 

WHEAT—Quantity remaining on 
farms March 1 was about 122,025,000 
bu, or 19.6 per cent of the 1911 crop, 
against 162,705,000 bu, or 25.6 per 
cent of the 1910 crop on farms March 
1, 1911, and 160,214,000 bu, or 23.4 per 
cent of the 1909 crop on farms March 
1, 1910. About 56.1 per cent of the 
crop will be shipped out of the 
counties where grown, against 56.6 
per cent of the 1910 crop and 
per cent of the 1909 crop so shipped. 

CORN—Quantity remaining on 
farms March 1 wag about 884,069,000 
bu, or 34.9 per cent of the 1911 crop, 
against 1,165,378,000 bu, or 40 perf 
cent of the 1910 crop on farms March 
1, 1911, and 977,561,000 bu, or 38.3

About 20.5 per cent of the crop will 
be shipped out of the counties where 
Brown, against 22.9 per cent of the 
1910 crop and 24.9 per cent of the 
1909 crop so shipped.

About 28.8 per cent of 
the crop will be shipped out.of the 
counties where grown, against 30.6 
per cent of the 1910 crop and 32,% 
per cent of the 1909 crop so shipped. 

a” The Market's Position. 

It is hard to place a very bullish con- 
struction on the wheat estimate, despite 
the fact that the figures were well be- 
low the average, for with reserves of 
122,025,000 bu, added to the present visi- 
ble of 57,080,000 bu, and Canada’s mr 
000 bu, supplies in sight are 204,000, 
bu, against 212,000,000 bu last year, Then 
farmers’ reserves were 162,000,000 bu, the 
visible 39,868,000 bu, and the Canadian 
visible 11,000,000 bu. : 

On top of this May wheat’s price at 
Chicago is over $1.05, whereas a year 
ago it was 9lc. These factors seem to 
make wheat’s price a question of “Chi- 
cago muscle’ and ‘‘crop damage,” espe- 
clally as the Argentine crop is just be- 
ginning to come on the market, having 
been delayed by a strike, while the 
excessive movement of wheat to mar- 
ket in Canada apparently shows no let- 
up; while the domestic northwestern re- 
ceipts seem to indicate that the Gov- 
ernment last fall largely underestimat- 
ed the Minnesota wheat yield. 

There is this encouragement for the 
wheat bulls, however: Muscle last year 
put May wheat out at $1.04% in Chicago, 
with supplies in excess of now. Cash 
wheat was only 9ic then, while at pres- 
ent it is $1.08. With corn worth fTlc, as 
at present, and oats 53c, wheat at the 
end of a crop, in prosperous, times, is 
probably worth more than $1 intrinsical- 
ly. And unless a big slump comes in 
the coarse grains, the chances favor the 
Chicago manipulators winning out by 
“muscle” as they did a year ago. 

The estimate of 884,069,000 bu in corn 
reserves against 1,165,000,000 bu last year 
was questionable, but Chicago made 
it bullish. Considering that the price 
now is 7lic, against 49c last year, taking 
the farm reserve of 884,069,000 bu and the 
visible of 14,257,000 bu, gives a total of 
898.069,000 bu, against 1,177,172,000 bu last 
year, when the visible was only 11,794,- 
000 bu. 

But last year the Argentine crop was a 
complete failure at only 25,760,000 bu, 
while now experts place the vield at a 
record-breaker of 200,000,000, which will 
make up a considerable percentage of 
our deficiency, by competing with our 
export markets at a very unfortunate 
season from the price standpoint of the 
bulls. 

The estimate on oats reserves of 289.- 


overran the private guesses considera- 
bly, and was less bullish thatt expected. 
The reserves were not as low as the 
366,432,000 bu figures of 1910, while the 
price of futures is 53c against a top 
figure of 43%c on the 1910-11 crop and 
4i4%ec on the 1909-10.

IMORE DOWNTOWN 
SAY SCRAPERS IN 
BUILDING PLANS 


[The site is owned by the Tutt estate, 


of which Harry L. Monroe is secretary, 
and which has made a 99-year lease of 
the site to Charlies W. Wall, treasurer 
of the Meyer Brothers Drug Co., who is 
behind the project. 

The building will have a frontage of 
110 feet on Olive street, and a depth of 
110 feet on Vandeventer. The lower 
floors will be arranged into stores, 
while the basement will provide for a 
bowling alley. The upper floors will be 
subdivided into offices. Plans. for this 
building are being prepared by Milligan 


Council, as a site for a building to} com 
prise stores and apartments to cost %50,- 
000. The lot, 108 by 107 feet, was trar 
ferred by George A. Wanstrath, who 
has been a factor in the upbuildjng of 
this section.

Security Title Co. Moves.\ 
The Security Title Co. recently 
changed its location from 804 Chest- 
nut street to $11 Chestnut street, and 
on account of its large plant amd 
skilled force is in a position to turn 


At Least Three Each for 
Olive and Pine Streets and 
Others for Chestnut and 
Market Streets Said to Be 
Projected by Capitalists. 


At least three new skyscraper build- 
ings are in the perspective on Olive 
street, three on Pine street and others 
on Chestnut and Market streets. Build- 
ing projects in the business district of 


the city now in progress and those on 
which operations probably will begin. this 
year will absorb, it is estimated 
by realty men, approximately $75,000,000. 
About $50,000,000 will be used in construc- 
tion alone, it is stated by those who 
keep the various plans in mind. 

Probably the most important an- 
nouncement will disclose plans for the 
improvement of the vacant block be- 
tween Pine, Chestnut, Seventeenth and 
Eighteenth streets. This site is owned 
by the Eighteenth Street Realty Co., 
which is now evolving plans for its 
improvement. A lofty building, either a 
hotel or a commercial structure, will be 
erected, to occupy the entire block, it 
ig understood. The original plan to 
erect a temporary two-story building on 
the Eighteenth street frontage has been 
abandoned. The building will probabPy 
be set back from the sidewalk to pro- 
vide for the proposed widening of 
Eighteenth street between Market street 
and Franklin avenue. This block, it is 
believed, will become the pivot of a 
commercial center that will rank with 
that of Washington avenue. 

Plans for the improvement of the 
northeast corner of Seventeenth and 
Pine streets and the southeast corner 
of Seventeenth and Chestnut streets, 
both vacant and of liberal dimensions, 
with high-class commercial buildings, 
are developing. The selection of the 
block bounded by Chestnut, Market, 
Eleventh and Twelfth streets, the east 
half of which is owned by the city. 
is being advocated as a site for the 
proposed grand opera house. 

Old Merchants’ Hotel May Go. 

A building to replace the Merchants’ 
Hotel, an antiquated structure occupy- 
ing a spacious site at the southeast 
corner of Twelfth and Olive streets, is 
said to be in prospect. This site is the 
property of W. K. Bixby, who, it is 
understood, has ambitious fdeas for its 
improvement. 

A hotel is being planned for the 
southeast corner of Eighth and Pine 
streets, which promises to vie with the 
most pretentious in the city. Isaac T. 
Cook is promoting this project, which 
contemplates replacing the Stratford 
Hotel on Eighth street and several other 
buildings occupying a quarter of a block 
at this location. Cook went to New 
York Friday night to initiate financial 
arrangements for this and another 
large project, which, it is believed, in- 
volves a Washington avenue corner 
east of Twelfth street. Cook has been 
in conference with Moses E. Shoen- 
berg, president of the Famous-Barr Co., 
for some time, the presumption being 
tnat the building of that concern at the 
northeast corner of Seventh street and 
Washington avenue, is sought by Cook 
for an Eastern firm. The Famous-Barr 
Co. will vacate the premises as soon as 
the Railway Exchange Building, which 
it will occupy, is completed. 

Story of Lease Denied, 

A story to the effect that the proprie- 
tors of the Grand Central motion pic- 
ture theater, which occupies the north- 
east corner of Sixth and Market streets, 
had obtained a long lease of the ad- 
joining property on the north side of 
Market street, between Broadway and 
Sixth street, including 25x125 feet belong- 
ing to Joseph Griswold and 565x125 of 
the Pulitzer estate, was erroneous. The 
enlargement of the Grand Central The- 
ater was projected and the two lots 
were wanted to provide for it. Gris- 
wold refused to surrender his prop- 
erty, which is occupied by employes of 
the Laclede Hotel, of which he is pro- 
prietor. The lot of the Pulitzer estate, 
which is opposite to the new Grand 
Opera House, is vacant, and is im- 
mediately available for improvement. 
xriswold believes that the advent of the 
Cella hotel will add $1000 a front foot 
to the value of ground in. this . block, | 
which now runs from $2500. to $3000 a 
front foot, not including the corners, 
which are held at higher figures. 

A revision of prices which invites 
speculative investment is scheduled in 
the business district of the city, accord- 
ing to a foresighted realty operator. 

No Jefferson Hotel Annex. 

The Mutual Realty Co., which owns 
the northeast corner of Thirteenth and 
Locust street, according to Festus J. 
Wade, a member of the company, has 
no plans for the erection on the site of 
an annex to the Jefferson Hotel, occu- 
pying the Twelfth street frontage of the 
block. The thoroughfare east of 
Twelfth street is flourishing, as a di- 
rect result of the Railway Exchange 
Building project. 

The Board of Education Building 
at the northwest corner of Ninth and 
Locust streets, is one of the best 
rented buildings in the business dis- 
trict of the city, west of Eighth 
street. The series of stores into 
which the first floor is divided have 
all been leased through the efforts 
of Charles P. Mason, secretary of the 
Board, to a high class of tenants, in- 
cluding the American Express Co. 
and the Dennison Manufacturing Co. 
The upper floors provide for the 
Board of Education and the City 
Club, the only vacancy being on the 
sixth floor. This intersection has 
been increasing in importance with 
the westward trend of retail busi- 
ness. Indications are that the ex- 
tension of Scrugg’s store to include’ 
the Century Building, which occupies 
the east half of the block fronting 
Ninth street, between Olive and Lo- 
cust street, will give this locality 
new prominence.

Among those who have 
presented such plans are William H. Gruen and 
Widmann & Walsh. 
It is interesting to note that both these archi- 
tectural fi-ms suggest practically the same loca- 


tion fer the grand opera house, just east of 
_ Grand evenue, though Mr, Gruen proposes that 
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the edifice front on Grand avenue 
while Widmann & Walsh would place 
the foyer looking eastward. 

Mr. Gruen’s suggestion calls for the opera 
house proper in white stone, with pillared porti- 
co of classica] design, as the central building in 
@ group of five. East of the opera house he 
would create a sunken garden, embellished with 
sculptural works, shrubbery and flowers. The 
architect would have the opera house surround- 
ed by four halls of art connected with the central] 
structure by curved colonnades running out 
diagonally. His dream is to have one of these 
subsidiary buildings the home of the St. Louis 
School of Fine Arts, another the new Conserva- 
tory of Music, a third the proposed Halsey C. 
Ives Memorial, and the fourth devoted to some 
other artistic purpose to correspond with the 
general plan as a St. Louis center of art. 

The foyer of the Gruen proposal is conceived 
on large lines, with a view to using it_as a grand 
hallroom, where such functions as the Veiled 
Prophet ball could be held. In the main music 
auditorium he would have boxes just above the 
parquet floor, as in the Odeofl, but suggests three 
or four more tiers of boxes. The architect's 
idea is that opera devotees would welcome an 
opoprtunity, between the acts, to stroll into the 
foyer, through the colonnades and into the art 
buildings, to study paintings and sculpture, He 
also suggests that temporary art exhibits be 
held in the foyer. 

The design presented by Widmann @ Walsh 
comprises a circular foyer with entrances from 
three streets, the opera house proper anda large 
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hotel, six stories in height, back of which should 
be a winter garden of considerable area. This 
plan, it should be stated, has been worked out 
from ideas suggested to the architects by Theo- 
phile Papin Jr., who, like Mr. Gruen, for years 
has dreamed of a grand opera house with appro- 
priate adjuncts on the same general site. 

“A $100,000 music hall,” say8 Mr. Papin, “would 
adjoin the main building, leaving space for the 
ultimate construction of a $1,000,000 hotel and 
garden. Masqueray, the French architect who 
aided in designing the World’s Fair, called this 
site ‘the gateway of St. Louis.” In front of the 
opera house I would suggest an open plaza. The 
concert hall could be arranged so that it and 
the opera house could be thrown together when 
demanded for seating purposes. The big garden 
could be used for open-air concerts.” 

Mr. Papin‘s plan is to have the opera house 
used for drama except in the grand opera eason, 
under direction of a competent manager, so that 
it might be made self-supporting _throughout 
the year. He proposes that the music hall be 
made the permanent home of the St. Louis Sym- 
phony Orchestra. 

While it should be borne in mind that both 
of these designs are merely suggestions, ag well 
as the site proposed, it is not to be disputed that 
they will awaken deep interest'in the advance 
ment of the grand opera house project,

Declared Dead, but Who Are Still Living # Ghosts of 
Flesh and Blood Escape From Legal Tombs s# Missourian 
Returns Home to Find He “Died” During Absence # How 
a Girl Was “Resurrected” by a Postman s# Courts Hold 

Seven Years Absence Establishes Presumption of Death 


FUNCT in the law, but 
alive in the flesh, many 
human paradoxes of the 
quick and the dead are 
leading weird existences 
today in Missouri and 
peighboring states. I[n 
the full possession of life 
and faculties, they are 
dead in the view of the 

- courts. Although they 
walk, talk, eat, drink and 
verform all the processes 
of life, yet they are legal- 
ly without being. They 

are ghosts of flesh and blood, phantoms palpable 
to the touch, specters in life. 

They aie breathing men and women whose legal 
ole@eguies bave been formally celebrated. From 
this anomally arise contradictory situations. A 
father may be childless and yet have a stalwart 
son; a child mey be an orphan and nevertheless 
have a living father; a woman may marry a sec- 
oud husband without a divorce from her first, 
and still not commit bigamy, notwithstanding the 
latter is still altve. 

A modern Enoch Arden may return home and 
find that the law has already placed the hero’s 
self-sacrificing withdrawal beyond his reach. He 
‘nay hear his wife calling another man husband 
end his children addressing his successor as fa- 
ther, but has no redress. He is dead, the courts 
ave declared, and not even his reappearance in 
be flesh can resurrect him. He has no more 
existence to his family, according to law, than if 
he were really in his tomb. 


| Absent Seven Years—Dead! 


The man both dead and alive 1 may possess or be 
au heir to a great inituse, ana |. et be no more 
able to lay finger upon a penny of it than if 
« Lad already turned to dust in his grave. A 
itssouri stac:ute, based upon the common law, de- 
leres that if the estate of such a person is set- 
tled by order of court, he shall have no legal right 
‘oO as-ert a claim to Lis property. Thus a man 
nay have his check upon his own competent bank 
account returned to him with the deadly legend: 
“No funds.” - 

This deat.-in-life plight is due to a law that, 
if a person disappears for a certain term and is 
unheard from, his death may be presumed, his 
wife freed from her con;ugal vow and his property 
distributed. In Missouri the period of absence 
after which death may be legally declared is seven 
years. 

Harris Ragland, son of the late Dr. D. B. Rag- 
land, of Wellington, Mo., left home 37 years ago, 
and was not avain heard of by his family until a 
fow months ago. In the meantime, his father 
| nad died and his estate was distributed among the 
P heirs by the courts, which formally deciared the 
missing son to be dead. 

It was in 187» that Ragland, a teacher in coun- 
win schools, determined to seek his fortune in 
i Cali a. In all the years he did not communi- 
ate with his relatives. After the law had de- 

fiom him, like a mis- 
sive f.oni the grave, arrived for one-of ais broth- 
- ers, 
- $con Kagland himself returned, to discover that, 
during his absence, he had “died.” He protested 
vigorously against this involuntary demise, and 
asserted, what was perfectly true in fact, that 
he was very much alive. He attested his vitality 
by bringing suit against his relatives for a share 
of his father’s property. A!though the law de- 
clares that his claim would have no standing in 
court, the defendants, to quiet the activity of the 
“dead man, consented to compromise the suit 
by paying him $2000.

Hatre, great-great-grenddaughter of Hyacinth de

but other relatives declare that “it is a family 
trait, common to many members of the De Hatre 
family, to absent themselves without informing 
other members of the family of their where- 
abouts, and thereafter to return.”

The Massachusetts law provides that if an heir 
to an estate disappears from the State and can- 
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t* make it appear reasonably certain that she had 
died not long thereafter. 

In 1906 the wide-scattered, remote cousins filed 

petition in Massachusetts for the appointment 
oi a receiver to hold old Capt. Jonathan’s money. 
George R. Blinn was named as receiver. A year 
thereafter the Probate Court, which for two cen- 
turies has been handling the estates of seafaring 
men who are now only memories, granted an 
order for the distribution of the estate. But the 
bank raised an objection. It did not want to be 
liable. It made the point that the statute which 
seys that a person’s absence for 14 years might 
be considered as a legal death was unconstitu- 
tional. Receiver Blinn carried the question be- 
fore the United States Supreme Court, which up- 
held the conctitutionality of the law. It was an 
abstract of this report that caught the eye of the 
Brooklyn letter carrier.

Strict orders had been given 
by the wer chiefs, forbidding the firing of guns 
in camp, as the near approach of troops was to 
be made known by two mounted warriors who 
were to ride at full speed and fire two shots as 
they passed each village. 

The battle was on Sunday, a warm, bright day. 
Furthest down the river was the camp of the 
Northern Cheyennes, where stood the lodge of 
the great war chief, Crazy About moon 
Crazy Horse, Yellow Nose and other Indians were 
ir the river bathing, when the firing of guns was 
heard up the river. Keno and his men _ had 
crossed the Little Big Horn and were charging 
the upper villages, only to be beaten back in con- 
fusion and under such circumstances as came 
near dishonoring Reno. 

Yellow Nose does not speak nor understand 
the English languag what he said in recount- 
ing his experiences was translated by his friend, 
Fdward Guerrier, the old scout. Here he plunged 
into the detail of his narrative. Yellow Nose was 
confident that the Sioux would have destroyed 
Reno had they not charged so quickly and so 
eagerly in defense of their women and children.

The Indians grew intenselv excited and set up 
their war whoops. The (ueyennes were not so 
well armed as the Sioux, wno carried quantities 
of ammunition fastened around their’ waists, 
chests and arms. 

The soldiers fired first from their horses, dis- 
mounting only after they saw that the Indians 
were not intimidated.

Young Women in Illinois State Institution Carry on Scientific Tests in Buy- 
ing, Cooking and Serving Luncheons---They Find Home-Prepared 
Foods Much More Economical Than Commercially Prepared---Sug- 
gest Buying Untrimmed Meats and Not Blinking at Butter Substitutes

The pork and beans in 1A were purchased 
in cans, in 1B they were entirely home prepared, 
and cooked in the fireless cooker. The lettuce 
was served with Yacht Club salad dressing in 1A, 
the bottle containing one cup of dressing.

It 
i: interesting to notice, in connection with the 
cake in 1B that the cake itself, a very plain one, 
cost 19.4 cents while the icing cost 15.6 cents. 
The time for making the cake was only nine min- 
utes, the cake mixer being used, while 10 minutes 
were required to make the icing. 


; A Hint in Cake Making. 


Few housekeepers realize that in icing a plain 
cake they are almost doubling their labor, as 
well as the cost. Grape juice was used in 1A; 
while in 1B it was home canned, one gallon hav- 
ing been made from a 25-cent basket of grapes, 
by using second and third extraction; tke cost 
of sugar, gas and labor is given in the cost of 
1B. In the second set of meals the resulis were 
similar. 

In preparation for the experiment on lunches 
a tour of the local eating houses was made, each 
being rated according to a score card on which 
the points essential for a good eating house were 
listed. Then a list was made of foods which could 
be served for less than 5 cents per person, and 
from these the menus for the lunclieon served 
were chosen. 


The series of luncheons was carried on for three 
weeks, two luncheons being served each week. 
These were on colsecutive days and were man- 
aged by the same girls. The dishes served were 
carefully planned beforehand as to amount and 
cost, with determination of how much could be 
served each person, when and how food should be 
prepared and how it should be kept hot during 
the hour of serving. 

Fifty people were served each day. Each girl 
took complete charge of two dishes, pianning, pre- 
paring and serving these for 50 people. On fig- 
uring, it was often’ found impossible to attempt 
to serve certain foods, as their cost was too great,

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Yellow Jacket Stings 
as Influenza Cure 


4ERE is a new cure for influ- 

enza which Dr. Robert T. Mor- 

ris of New York writes about 

‘n a recent issue of the Medical 

Record. Briefly stated, if you have 

influenza, walk out to the nearest 

nest of yellow jacxers and. either 

kick it or strike it violently with a 

stick, after making sure that tue 
wasps are at home. 

“The site of the sting became ex- 
cessively painful and swollen,” re- 
ports Dr. Morris in telling of a man 
who cured himself of influenza in 
this very way. “An hour later the 
symptoms of influenza subsided rap- 
idly, and three hours later the patient 
felt perfectly well, with a hearty ap- 
petite for his dinner. This relief 
from the influenza continued for two 
days, during the time when reaction 
from the sting of the wasp was most 
intense. On the subsidence of the in- 
flammation of the leg on the third 
day symptoms of influenza again re 
appeared, and while not as wwaraed 
as previously, persisted for a _ fort- 
night.” 

A man in St. Louis County "eports 
that while suffering from influenza 
he was badly stung by wasps, the et- 
fect of which was much the same as 
that reported by Dr. Morris.

ITH the aid of a $48 instru- 
ment known as the aero- 
phone, Grindell Matthews, 

an English inventor, has just succeed- 
ed in projecting the sound of his voice 
through material which the biggest 
steel projectile on earth would fail to 
penetrate. United States Consul-Gen- 
eral John L. Griffiths of London in a 
consular report says that Mr. Mat- 
thews was placed in the strong room 
of a big London commercial house 
and locked in, with 9 inches of armor 
steel, 9 inches of fire brick and 6 feet 
of concrete between him and the out- 
er world. Fy means of his small por- 
table apparatus he carried on a con- 
versation with an operator in another 
room on the farther side of the build- 
ing. So distinct and taithful was th« 
transmission that tle experts in at 

tendance were actually able to hea 

the tick of his watch. 


The inventor contemplates a fur- 
ther test through five miles of solic 
rock. In speaking about the aero- 
phone, he said that vibrations pro 
duced in the air by his apparatus do 
not take the form of the Hertzian 
waves, as in the Marconi system of 
wireless telegraphy. In fact, they are 
not waves at all, inasmuch as the dis- 
turbances are of such high frequency 
that there is no appreciable break be- 
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tween them, and their action is rather 
continuous than fitful and separate, 
as in the case of Hertzian waves. It 
is this high frequency producefi by 
his apparatus that has made it possi- 
ble for sounds to be reproduced jand 
for all the fuctuations and intona- 
tions of human speech to be trans- 
mitted so faithfully that the voicé of 
the speaker can be recognized.
